Picture it. Edmonton, 2021. It is Jason Kenney’s Best Summer Ever and after 
countless maybe-next-year’s, GoDiva finally decides that this is the moment. 
She is running for Empress. 


A decade and a bit earlier, we had reigned together, Prince and Princess, the 
Moonstones Wild and Wicked, but our history went back further than that. 
We had worked together, she up, me down, for Jim Brown Inc. There, we’d 
bonded; in many ways we were — and are — very different people, but in 
many other ways, we share much in common. Even before then, there’d been 
mutual respect and appreciation; when the ISCWR was on one of its many 
time-outs with Jim Brown Inc in Reign 25/26, GoDiva reopened that door by 
inviting me to judge her stepdown as Mz Buddys |. We took different roads, 
but roads that ran next to each other, and we ended up there, maskless on a 
Remedy patio, with COVID winding down and the future looking bright and 
glorious. 


I ran with her because, how could I not? Brother from another mother and 
sister from another mister, she was both, and I owed it to her. You see, that 
other time, a decade and a bit earlier, I was not the Prince she deserved. It 
could have been Lonny, but I had home bar advantage. I was crowned next to 
her, there on the stage of that little bar on 106 St. 


So few people now know the me I was then, there in my functioning alcohol 
and drug abuse, but I look back at the few parts of the reign I remember and 
its with the bright regret that I didn’t work as hard as I could have. So, this, 
this was the great do-over. 


Every villain deserves redemption, after all. 


Perhaps the biggest mistakes of the reign were those I made right at the 
beginning. The erroneous assumptions on which I based everything else. 
That a fourth kick at the Imperial Crown would be a cakewalk. That I had 
grown and evolved and matured and stabilized. That after COVID everyone 
would be excited and appreciative and ready for fun and work. That it was 
after COVID. I have been wrong many times in my life, but those 
assumptions will be amongst the wrongest. And yes Kari, I am using 
wrongest as a word.

In every reign, I have let people down, myself included. In every reign, | 
have caused hurt to some of those closest and more important to me. This 
reign was no different. We always tell a first-timer that you’ll never know 
what its like until you’re in it, and the truth is, that is equally applicable to a 
fourth-timer. In almost all cases though, the fault lay in poor communication, 
in the failure to fulfill expectations clearly not laid out. The irony of a writer 
lacking the communication skills necessary for the job is not lost on me, but 
this is going to be neither an apology for the outbursts, mistakes, or moments 
where I was not the Emperor or man I should be, nor an absolution for those 
who also failed, who disappointed, who didn’t, or couldn’t, give what was 
needed. 


Because you see, in the end, none of that matters. We struggled but we 
persevered. We fell but we got back up. We failed, yes, at times, but more, 
we succeeded. And not just succeeded. Overcame. Triumphed. And 
delivered. 


We are giving away over $60,000 to a dozen charities and nearly two dozen 
post-secondary students. We did that, all of us, together. 


When I look back on Reign 46, will I want to remember those brief moments 
of darkness or rage, or will I instead want to remember the multiple moments 
of accomplishment and glory, of exciting new partnerships, of reaching out 
to welcome in new members, new venues, new events? It’s about the lessons 
learned, not the bridges burned. It’s about the work and the journey, not the 
struggle and the delay. One must imagine Sisyphus happy, and tonight, he is. 


One of the primary themes of the reign for me was reconnection. Many years 
ago, when I was new to the Court, equally new were people like Ladonna 
and Derek and Krystall Ball. Together, we formed part of reign 26, and this 
year, these people, so important to my life back then, re-emerged in a big 
way. They brightened the reign in such a real and invaluable way. Another 
reconnection brightened not only the reign but the city. No drag performer in 
Edmonton hasn’t been blessed by the return of Pepper, our Entertainer of the 
Year, whose talent is only matched by her genuine goodness of spirit. 


This year, I was honored to represent Edmonton out of town, in New York, 
Calgary, Winnipeg. There is something so magical about the Court circuit. 
These are people whose journeys have mirrored and parallel my own in so 
many ways, and the connection of shared labour and similar struggle is a 
deep and enduring one. Going back to that theme of reconnection, this year 
was my chance to reconnect with people who have been part of my life for 
decades. My life in enriched by every encounter with these fellow monarchs 
and friends, and I can only hope I have brought joy to them as they have 
brought joy to me. 


One of the criticisms long lobbed at me over the last decade has been 
regarding the relationship between EVO and the Court, with me as an owner 
and me as a monarch. Why people should be surprised that a queer 
organization would hold many, even most, events in queer space is beyond 
me, but regardless, I think I have more than proven that the relationship 
between venue and court is symbiotic as it should be. The impact of the 
unforeseen Delta and Omicron waves on EVO definitely factored into those 
moments this year that I’d rather forget, but I know beyond a doubt that what 
EVO has been given by the Court has been returned. As long as EVO exists, 
it will be there for the Court... should the Court choose to use it. 


A line I have always walked my entire life has been that between tyrant and 
leader, and this reign that line became a highwire, and sometimes, yes, I 
tripped and fell. It was one of the goals of the reign, to not only mentor, but 
to allow other title holders to run with the baton we handed them. 
Sometimes, this resulted in relinquishing control too much, and maybe that 
was a mistake. But maybe not. Maybe that was exactly what the reign 
needed, giving new people the opportunity to fly on their own — and 
sometimes, fall down. 


Campio Brunches were a key source not only of funds for our charities but 
also a place to let those solo flights happen. We welcomed in so many non- 
court performers, giving hosting opportunities we could have simply done 
ourselves, even letting other people choose beneficiaries. This is something I 
feel the court should continue to do; how better to motivate and include than 
to hand over the reins of the reign entirely? That this some time caused me to 
feel uninvolved in my own events goes back to those unclear 
communications. But still in looking back upon them, this was one of the 
reign’s crowning achievements. 


If there were many times I felt like Sisyphus pushing a rock up the hill, there 
were also many rocks without whom I’d’ve not been able to keep going. 
Rocks who together formed a solid foundation on which I stood. People who, 
indeed, rock. Brian, you didn’t just hold down the fort, you kept it going 
while my year went everywhere but EVO. You are not just a friend and 
fellow monarch and manager, you are a sounding board, a safety net, a vent, 
and a brother. Now please, let’s stop spiralling down together and start 
soaring up. Tanner, I won’t say that you’re actually my best friend, but this 
reign, you have indeed become one of them; you were the splash of cold 
water thrown into my face when needed, and often, a brake on the roller 
coaster. Tosheena, you’re a powerhouse, and you powered through even 
though you were faced with such fear and worry in your own life; this 
organization has been blessed with strong monarchs that have become Queen 


Mothers to new generations: Leah, Vera, Marni, Ivanna - and Kenya, you’re 
one of them, the best of the best. And Kari, I simply cannot imagine my life 
without you in it, nor remember a time when you weren’t my biggest 
cheerleader, best friend, and truest soul; at the times I have been darkest, it 
has been the thought of what me giving up would do to you that has given 
me the strength to pause until the darkness passes. 


The darkness always passes. My mental health struggles were woven into the 
fabric of this year, and of course informed the selection of BriteLine as one 
of this year’s main beneficiaries. Behind the scenes, navigating those waters 
was a challenge, especially when you factor in the anxiety and depression of 
others whose own journeys also hit some stormy moments. It was 
exhausting, I can’t and won’t lie about that, but we didn’t just survive; we 
thrived. And we are onwards and upwards to better and brighter things, and I 
know that as long as EVO exists, mental health causes will remain a core 
component of our internal fundraising, and one I hope future reigns also save 
room for. 


This message cannot be a yearbook quote of names and inside jokes. | 
learned long ago that someone is always forgotten when you try to list 
everyone out. But there are people who deserve to be singled out. 


To the cast of Six, I want to say thank you. Production shows have long been 
my most significant source of Court Joy, and this was no different. Thank 
you for allowing me to shadow-marry all six of you 


Sister Mary, your ability to think outside the box and the way you take the 
Court along with you is an ability very appreciated. Drag queens playing 
baseball at Re/Max field will be a memory many carry with them forever, 
and it was only my own wounded pride that stopped me from being part of it. 


Gemma, as Mx Mary, as Mx EVO, as the PQ CEO, you have not only 
supported the Court, you have helped expand its reach and helped guide it 
towards elevated inclusivity and diversity. You have done for the Court what 
you do for EVO and Edmonton drag in general — challenge the status quo 
and force us to rethink what we do, how we do it, and who we do it with. 
You make us be better. 


Tequila Mockingbird, Duchess twice over. You have so many strengths, 
(except congeniality, and that is not something (to) aspire to anyway. Just 
kidding, you’re congenial. Most of the time.) You began the reign with 
disappointment, but you never disappointed. You worked endlessly to ensure 
GoDiva and | had everything we needed, and I know you’re sitting here 
tonight, reading this and feeling feelings that yet another Coronation is 
ending without Tequila Mockingbird being inducted into the College of 


Monarchs, but let me tell you something, if induction was merit-based, or 
spirit-based, you’d be in, many times over. You are part of the history and 
legacy of this organization and the people in this room tonight know that, 
value you for that, love you for that, myself included. 


Orpheus, what is this? A stepdown message for ants? I hope this experience 
has given you a window to the possibility and potential of the organization, 
and a window to the possibility and potential inside you. We learn not only 
from our own successes and failures but from those around us, and whether it 
was showing you what to do or what not to do, I don’t doubt I was able to 
impart at least some of my years and years and years of experience. 


DoH! A deer! A female deer! To Ferris and Bambi, our EVOs and ICPs and 
chroniclers of Edmonton drag. I worry sometimes that neither of you can 
bring yourself to believe in the depth of the gratitude and appreciation that 
the Edmonton drag community, the Evolution family, and now the ISCWR 
family has for both of you. We can’t ever know where our roads will take us, 
but whatever happens next and wherever your journey leads, your impact 
cannot be denied. Ferris, I know this year became a juggling act at times, 
with the bar and the court and just life all needing to be balanced, but you’ve 
done it. You have made it through to the other side, and we both know what 
that means. 


And lastly, to Gigolette, Octavia L’estrange, Goddy, BoDanny, Mz Buddys 1 
and so forth, my Imperial Wife and my dear, dear friend. You waited for this 
year so long, your years as a Buddys Beauty, our reign as Prince and 
Princess, then a decade, and then double Duchess, and then finally, maybe 
next year became this year, and this is the moment. I hope it was everything 
you dreamed it would be (it never is, it’s less, it’s more), but all those nights 
you spent imbibing the gin of the gods on the circuit, keeping the Wild Party 
Children spirit alive, you knew it was building to this. That certainty never 
wavered. You knew you would one day be Empress, and what an Empress 
you were! You defied gravity. You were the life of the party. You are the best 
of Edmonton, the best of what the Game of Court can and should be. You 
didn’t just bite into the apple, you devoured it with the quirky passion with 
which you attempt everything, and all those attempts? They become 
successes under your leadership. You were Superstar for three years, but 
you're a star forever. I am humbled and honored to be your Emperor, this 
night, and every night. 


“Would you ever do it again” people ask, as I complete a fourth time. And 
the answer is an emphatic no. Not because I didn’t enjoy, but because there is 
nothing left to prove. I have given all that is in me to give, and whether it 
was enough or not, in the end, that’s all we can give. I have grown, not just 


from my first time to my fourth, but 
from crowning to stepdown. Not 
every lesson has been easy or happy, 
but they have all been understood. I 
know who I am more now than when 
I stepped up. My time with the 
ISCWR will always be a significant 
part of my legacy, as the ISCWR has 
been a significant part of my life. 
That cannot ever change, no matter 
what other changes the future has in 
store. Whatever happens, I remain,
